STRIKE IN GENEVA
, BLOCKS TRAFFIC

Two Hundred Cab Drivers Parade
Streets of City with Vehicles
at Funereal Pace.

[From The Tribune Correspondent. |

Geneva, May 28.—A sguneral strike” has
been setting Geneva on edge for geveral
weeks, for a hundred cubdrivers have
heen out on strike and have heen joined
in svmpathy by half as many taxicab
chaufreurs. The cause of the strike, ac-
cording te the disgruntled cabbles, {1 thut
they are not allowed by the police on the
cab ranks at the rallroad stations, owing
to the faet that for many years a French
company has enjoyved a concession purs
chased from the Paris-Lyon-Méditerance
Railroad. Last year, however, the Swiss
Federal Rullways bought out the French
company, statlons and grounds, and the
strikers Ademand that the monopo!y
should cease and that they should have
fres access to the station. A large sum,
however, was fnvolved for the concesslon
